In the last war enlistments in Canada 
went up sharply every time the Allies met | 
with a disaster. The same result will fol- | 
low in the present war. Since enlistment 
is to be voluntary, it is more than other- 
wise advisable to let the public know the | 
facts, particularly when these are not plea- | 
sant. The more apparent the need, the 
faster Canada’s army will grow. 


On A Cash Basis 


The principle underlying the new taxes 
{s that Canada should so far as possible 
finance the war on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
Since the alternative is to borrow, or to in- 
flate the money supply on a scale that 
would necessitate a revolutionary war- 
time reconstruction of the whole mone- 
tary mechanism, the principle is a sound | 
one. | 

The last war left a legacy of debt which 
we have not as yet made headway in clear- 
ing off. The nearer we can come to pay- 
ing for this war out of current revenue, the 
less worry we shall have to endure when it 
is over. And experience has shown very 
convincingly that it is easier to pay in war- 
time than in post-war time. 

It is the more important that this prin- 
ciple be adhered to as far as possible, be- 
cause no one can guess how long the war 
will last or what the total cost will run to. 
Britain and France are making plans on 
the supposition that it may last three 
years or even longer. In that event, it 
will be prudent to get along without bor- 
rowing as long as this can be done, con- 
serving our national credit for the final, 
and no doubt more costly, stages of the 
struggle. 

There is the added consideration that 
{f the country is to put its maximum effort 
into the war capital will be required to ex- 
pand the facilities for production of sup- 
plies and munitions of all kinds 
Government keeps out of the market, ag- 
riculture, industry and business will be 
able to obtain this needed capital more 
easily and at lower rates of interest.

ent in the immediate objective and there-

fore in the methods which must be 
adopted. 
When the German armies swept 


through Belgium into northern France, the 
immediate need was for men to stop the 
rush. The fighting was in open country, 
with no permanent fortifications to check 
the enemy, and cnly sheer weight of num- 
bers could halt the advance. Hence in Can- 
ada, as in Britain and the other Dominions, 
there was haste to recruit great expedi- 
tionary forces and get them into France 
with the least possible delay. 

This time the Allies are on the attack. 
And they are attacking on a limited front, 
a line of fortifications built without regard 
to expense to stop just such an attack. The 
Siegfried line is not a string of open 
trenches or hastily improvised defences, 
to be broken through by a sudden “push”. 
There is a limit to the number of men who 
can be employed in the undertaking, and 
they will have to expertly directed, expert- 
ly led, and trained and armed to the last 
word. 

Wherever Canadian troops may be em- 
ployed in future, the coming months will 
have to be spent in preparation so far as 
Canada is concerned. We have to build up 
an army, as well trained as the Canadian 
forces in the last war were trained after 
spending months in England, and equipped 
as there is not at present either in Canada 
or in England arms with which to equip 
them. 

This does not mean that Canada’s part 
is to be an easy part, or that recruiting is 
less urgent than before. It means, for- 
tunately, that there is time to pick recruits 
with strict regard to physical fitness, to 
arm them with the best of weapons, and 
to teach them the technicalities of fight- 
ing under the new conditions. If an ex- 
peditionary force is required later, it will 
be composed of men who have been given 
the best possible opportunity to learn how 
this different kind of a war has to be 
fought.

Dynastic Record Broken 


The King of Sweden on Friday has become 
the oldest King of Swedish history. Previously 
that position had been held by his great-grand- 
father, King Charles XIV. John, one of Napol- 
eon’s marshals and founder of the Bernadotte 
dynasty in Sweden, who died in 1844 at the age 
of 81 years and 42 days. King Gustaf passed that 
age July 28 while playing lawn tennis at a sea- 
side resort in Southern Sweden.—London Times. 


The Dominions 


These days have brought a reaffirmation of 
the unity of the component parts of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Thousands of miles 
have been erased, with resulting abundant evi- 
dence that their elevation to the stature of in- 


dependent nations has not impaired in any 
degree the loyalty to England of Canada, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand. No longer 
is it strictly true that “when England is at war 
we are at war,” for the course of each in the 
event of war will be determined by itself. But it 
is undoubtedly true today that, if war comes, 
each would do its full part as simply a member 
of “the British Empire.” 

In 1914 there was a belief in Berlin amount- 
ing almost to conviction that the British Empire 
was a brittle thing. The war quickly brought 
disillusion, and soon this lament and confession 
appeared in Germany: 

We expected that British India would rise 
when the first shot was fired in Europe, but 
in fact thousands of Indians came to fight 
with the British against us. We anticipated 
that the whole British Empire would be torn 
to pieces, but the colonies appear to be united 
closer than ever with the mother country. We 
expected a triumphant rebellion in South 
Africa—it proved a fiasco. 

Germany's disappointment over the refusal 
of the British Empire to collapse is quite under- 
standable. Canada, by the end of the war, had 
raised 628,000 men. Australia, with a popula- 
tion of 7,000,000, sent 330,000 men and incurred 
a debt of $3,000,000,000. New Zealand, with 
1,000,000 population, sent 112,000 men and in- 
curred a debt of $400,000,000. New Zealand had 
50,000 casualties and only 341 of her men were 
taken prisoner. South Africa raised 76,000 men 


for her ridual war with Germany. India 
sent 600,000 fighters to aid the Empire. Alto- 
gether, of the nearly 10,000,000 men under the

from overseas.
